“Progress” | 


What we. normally call “pro- 
gross” is not inevitable, only 
God's wlll and purpose can be so 
described. The Divino purpose, 
while it Is revenled in “progress,” 
has In human Historical exper- 
fence more often been revealed in 
suffering and pain and in what we 
call “evil”. There was nothing 
of what the world calls “pro- 
gress” in the paticnt suffering en- 
durance of ridicule and scorn and 
social ostractism and intellectual 
isolation which characterised ‘the 
life of Louis Pasteur. In “Green 
Light” there was no “progress” in 
Dr. Paige's wacrifice of himself 
ond his love to save the profes- 
stonal name of a fellow practi- 
tloner. God's will and man’s 
“progress” are not always ‘Identi- 
cal by any means. It is for that 
reason that we must seek to dwell 
in God ‘if we would behold the 
shining of His guiding Hghts. 


The “Progress” 
Of The Churches 


Tragically, i¢ seoms to me, we 
have become such convinced be- 
liovers in the inevitability, of 
“progress” that the idea has come 
to control! a yery: great deal 
of our thinking.

The Temptations 
Of The Churches 


Simply. because organisations 
cannot sce as men see, because they 
cannot see the shining of green 
and rod lights, organisationa, 
when they become cur masters, 
lead us into all sorta of subtle 
and deadly temptations, Accord- 
ing to a Scottish writer, J. W. 
Stevenrzon, the Churches are besct 
to-day by four temptations, and 
they cach derive from the fact 
that the organisation has become 
greater than the man.

Money 


The first temptation comes to 
the Churches in their tremendous, 
pathetic, desire to save them- 
selves against the world, to 
achleve the Divine purpose by the 
ralyation of thelr own organlian- 
tions. The temptation is so subtle 
that it deceives most people, oven 
the best of people. It presents 
itself to our mind in a serles of 
very reasonable questions, “How 
can we carry on our work mvith- 
out money, without security?” and 
that question almost impercepti- 
bly becomes, ‘How can we get the

money, how can we make abso- 
lutely certain of the security?” 
and then we proceed, “Let us seck 
first the security of the Church 
its financial perpetuation 
and the Kingdom of God will no 
doubt be added unto us.” What 
fs this point of view but just 
that of the worldly unregencrate 
mind writ large? What is but just 
our own struggling effort to save 
ourselves from the “red Hght,” 
from the sacrifiecs and demands 
which God 1s making upon us? 


Social Justice 


Tho next great temptution 
which confronts us to-day is in 
our will to regard the Churches 
as the saviours of civilization. 

“T'o sot down the great, protect 

the poor,

are boing tempted to become mere 
inatitutiona to feed the hungry, 
and only after that and as a soc- 
ondary consideration, to seck to 
upbulld the Kingdom of God. The 
subtle power of these temptations 
lies in the fact that the claims 
they make are so eminently rea- 
sonable, so much moro realistic 
than the way of sacrifice, 30 much 
more efficient than the Cross.

If wo ate to be a Church of tho

But haven't we heard the voice 
of this temptation before some- 
where? “Cast thyself down from 
hence; and Hoe will give His an- 
gels charge .concerning « thee to 
bear theo up.” What is this but 
the temptation which Christ ox- 
perienced so often, the temptation 
“to bring God Into the open” so 
that men may no longer doubt. 


It fs'the  Mnat protest of uur 
spirit against “the ordinariness 
of the failure” that God demands 
of us. It Is the desire to be as- 
sured of results, and is therefore 
a denial of the long-suffering and 
patience of God which are reveal- 
ed in Calvary. 


What Then? 


“Can we neither act nor suffer 
without perdition?” Yes, if we are 
prepared to follow the red and 
tereen Hghts--If we are ready to, 
do what God in Christ demands 
of us, and not what we think wo 
should do, not what the accidents 
and apparent necessities of the 
world demand of us. Saints are 
not made: by accidents and ma- 
terial necesaitics, “Still less is a 
Christian martyrdom the offect of 
a man's will to become a saint, 
as a man.by willing and contriving 
may become a ruler of men..... 
a enint {fa always made by the 
design vf God, for. His love 0’ 
men, to warn them and to lead 
thom, to bring them back to His 
ways; for the true martyr is ho 
who has become the instrument 
of God, who has lost his wilt ‘In 
the will of God....So thus on 
earth the Church mourns and re- 
joices at once, in a fashion that 
the world connot understand.” 


We must cease arguing by re- 
sults, deferfing always to facts. 
“We have only to conquer, now, 
by suffering.” “This {s ‘the last 
word of the Christian-trust... We 
must never rule out the possibility 
that. that kind of ultimate witness 
may be required of us.... it fs 
always by design of God that the

The Court of the University of 
Hong Kong has decided to adopt 
the unanimous nomination of the 
University Council and has appoint- 
ed Mr. D. J. Sloss, C.B.E., M.A. 
to succeed Sir William Hornell, 
C.LE., LL.D., M.A. as Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University of Hong 
Kong. : 

Mr, Sloss was educated at Oul- 
ton School, Liverpool, and at the 
University of Liverpool. He had 
na distinguished career in the In- 
dian Educational Service having 
served ns Professor of English 
Literature first at His Highness 
the Maharajoh’s College at Trivan- 
drum. in Travancore and then. at 
the University of Rangoon. He 
was,, for many years, Principal of 
University College, Rangoon. 

Ho took o leading part in the 

' organization and establishment of 
the University of Rangoon and was 
awarded the C.B.E, in recognition 
of his services. 

Prior to his service in India and 
‘Burma Mr. Sloss held teaching ap- 
pointments in the Universities of 
Liverpool! and Leeds. In 1919-1920 
he hold a William Noble Fellowship 
(English Literature) in the Uni- 
versity of Liverpool. He has also 
had considerable teaching experi: 
enco in schools in England. 

Mr. Sloss was responsible, in 


" collaboration with Professor J. P. 


Wallis (now Professor of English 
Jn the University of Pretoria), for 
the publication of a critical edi- 
tion of “The Prophetic Booka” of 
William Blake (2 volumes, Oxford 
Press, 1926). 

It. is hoped Mr. Sloss wilt be 
able to arrange to arrive in Hong 
Kong during the latter part of 
October.

I should lke to add to your com- 
mont by pointing out that it should bo 
a matter of great satisfaction to tho 
public to know that Britain hos such 
an cfficient and skilled Air Force, 
particularly when it is romemberad 
that the ‘majority of this Force has 
been’ built up in tho last: fow months 
under the abnormal stress of tho ox- 
pansion schome. Pilots and acro- 
plancs' have boon turned out in the 
shortest possible timc, and nover ba-. 
fore has thore been a display like this 
year's both in tho skill displayed by 
pilots and in the oxcellence of the 
acroplanes taking part. 

The excoptionally high standard of 
training of pilots and technique in 
acroplane design js obvious from your 
excellont photograph which shows no 
less than forty acroplanca flying up- 
side down in perfect formation. 2, 
you may be aware ft is quite diMcult 
to fly accurately by oncself in the 
invorted position, but that ordinary 
Air -Farco personnel, some of whom 
must be just out of their training 
school, can keep: such astounding 
formation in standard acroplunes and 
in a routine. job reflects great credit 
both on the organising authorities of 
the Royal Air Force and tha, porson- 
2 . Jt is yet. another 
example of Britaln’s grit and will to

. Paris, Yesterday. 

Interesting information onthe 
German Government's policy 
with regard to the birth rate in 
Germany was conveyed by the 
German statistician, Dr. Fried- 
rich Burgdoerfer, in a lecture 
given at the International De- 
mographic. Congress here to- 
day. : ; 

The lecturer stated that the 
birth-rate in Germany fell from 
2,000,000 births in 1900 to 971,000 
in 1933. 

Replying to tho, criticiam that 
Gormany is endeavouring forcibly, 
to increase her population, the lec- 
turer pointed out that in spite of 
the augmentation in recent years, 
Germany still shows 4 deficit of 
births amounting to 11 per cent. 
and that the present: population 
could only be maintained in the 
long run on condition that at lenat 
1,400,000 children. were born every 


year. 
INCREASE IN FECUNDITY 


The lecturer attributed the  re- 
cent increase in the birth-rate not 
only to tho increase in the number | 
of. marriages but also to an in- 
crease in fecundity and to desird 
for offepring. : a

large extent to the improvement in 
economic conditions.
